EVIDENCE WAS TAKEN TUESDAY

Seldom Had Enough Money to Pay 
Hia Board. 


SOMERSET, April 2S.—On. Msnday

the 0033 of Milton Meyers, who la 
charged wRh murdering Frank F. Wln- 
gard, a merchant who conducted a 
Htore near Stoyestown, on April 7, 
was hud und after considerable testi- 
mony had been Introduced by tbo Dis- 
trict Attornoy, J. 3. 
Miller, 
Judge 


Francis J. Kooaer announced that ha 
would render his decision later. 


Wlngard was 
discovered on the 


morning of A-pril 8 sitting in a rocking 
chair in bis store, partly clad and with 
bis I]odd crushed by blows from a 
heavy Instrument, presumably 
from 


the 3 tee I breast-plate ot a coat auger, 
which was found lying near tho body, 
smeared with blood and with hairs ad- 
hering to it. A ledger kept by tho de- 
ceased was found on the table before 
him, closed but with a pencil mark- 
ing the account ot Milton Meyers, the 
defendant. Meyers was a boarder at 
the Wingard home but left on tho day 
before the .murder, April 7. 'announc- 
ing that he Intended to visit his homo 
at Lcwlstown. Mtfflln county. Advised 
by District Attorney MlUer, Sheriff TV. 
M. Boyer ot lllttllu county arrested 
Meyers on April 9 and subseauentiy 
he was brought to Somerset. 


Coroner R. S. Kimmcll was the Unit 


witness called. He testitled to the 
above facts and stated that at the 
tlrao.when he flrst saw tho Body, 1 
o'clock in tho afternoon ot April 8, 
death had probably taken plnco about 
eight or ten hours previously. He also 
stilted that the locks ot the door and 
the windows had not been forced 
open. 


Mrs. Nancy Wlngard, wlfo of tho 


deceased, was then called to testify. 
She IB 52 years of age, had been mar- 
ried for 30 years and Is the mother 
of seven children. She IB a daughter 
ot Jacob 
Zimmerman. 
She stated 


that tho defendant boarded with her, 
that he rarely hod »uIndent money on 
pay day to poy his board blllln full, 
and thai before he left, ho gave bis 
mine tools, pick, shovel, auger, needle 
and breast plate, to Mr. Wlngard, the 
murdered man, to be applied on on 
account he owed him. She stated 
when sha retired on the night of the 
murder, abcut 0 o'clock, she saw n 
light burning In the store, about SO 
feet from her hoitaa. Mr. Wlngard, 
as was his custom, slept in his store 
en the night of the crime. 


Earl Wlngard, a son of tho murder- 


ed toon, stated that his father and 
Meyers wero on good terms and that 
his father ordinarily carried about J190 
•with him in a pooketbook, but that 
•when tho body was fofnd and exam- 
ined the pocketbook was gone. 


Ira Bennoy, a merchant of Lewls-^ 


town, testified that on April 8 Meyers 
coma into his slore and purchased a 
suit of clothes, stilt case, hat, shoes,, 
necktie, shirt, watch and fob, paying- 
tor thorn about »2S. Ho stated that 
Meyers took several bills from a roll 
of money which ho drew from his 
pocket 


Sheriff W, M. Boyer ot LewlBtown, 


Mi HI In county, was called, to the stand: 
lie stated that he saw Meyers driving 
a hired livery team along the streets. 
Morers told that he wont to a town 
about ten miles from Lewlstown to 
see his father. The sheriff arrasted 
Meyers upon Information obtained 
fio'm District Attorney Miller and 
took him to tho jail. When searched 
Meyers had two dollars In money, a 
watch, glores and eoiuo minor articles 
•upon his person". 


The defendant's attorney stated 


that the evidence seemed Insufficient 
to warrant a ilndlng 'by a Grand Jury 
and stated I bat 
Meyers seemed to 


have saved about 530^ from his earn- 
ings, thereby accounting for his hav- 
ing money after the murder of Win- 
Sard. Tho ruling'of Judge Kooser is 
eagerly awndted.
